Tho *procoss IJii broker de- 
scribed, In tracing that dividend, 
Is correct. That's tho Way It's 
done. And, the way things are 
now set up y6ur broker can't 
Just notliy tho transfer agent, 
as you suggest. The transfer 
agent (usually a big bank) sends 
dividend checks to those people 
whone names are on Its books 
as registered owners of the stock 
onrrecord date. 

This system and many other 
tnethods concerning stocks have 
been in use since long before 
you and I were born. They're 
not going to be changed over- 
night. But some big changes will 
have to be made. 

In this age of the computer 
It's Just .plain ridiculous the way 
many things are handled In Wall 
Street. Some hrokerage firms 
have modernised' but many have 
not. Those wealf links Irt the 
chain foul up the whole process, 
All brokers complain about the 
delugo of paper work resulting 
from hoavy trading acUvjtyf-But 
that big volume also means fat 
profits for the brokers, 

AI though some brokerage 
firms have modernized and arc 
continuing to do so, this doesn't 
get to the root of tho problem. 
Until Wall Street gets off Its 
rump and makes soma basic 
changes In Its methods (espec- 
ially in Its procedures for trans- 
ferring securities, keeping rec- 
ords, mailing dividend! and 
such) there ;.!tytll continue to be 
goofs.
